PENSION HEAD 
ASSAILED BY 
DEMOCRAT 


Menton Begins Action 
Placentia Packers 
Are Defendants 


A court battle to establish va¬ 
lidity of the intra-state market 
control program for California or¬ 
anges was launched here today by 
District Attorney W. F. Menton. 
With the people of the state as 
plaintiff in the case. Mr. Menton 
filed an injunction auit in superior 
court against Withers Brothers, 
Placentia packers, aimed at estab¬ 
lishing constitutionality of the Cal¬ 
ifornia. agricultural adjustment act 
(the "little AAA") on which the 
intra-state marketing control pro¬ 
gram is based. 

Presiding Judge G. K. Scovel 
has issued a temporary restrain¬ 
ing order preventing Withers 
Brothers from shipping any more 
oranges in Intra-state trade, in 
violation of their allotment, or 
without having an allotment. The 
court set Feb. 28 at 2 p. m. as the 
time for hearing of an order to 
show cause why a temporary in¬ 
junction should not be granted 
pending trial of the case. 

Will Go Higher 

It is expected that the matter 
will go eventually to the state 
supreme court for a final deter¬ 
mination of the validity of Cali¬ 
fornia AAA. 

The action was filed by Mr. 
Menton under the provisions of 
the California AAA which permit 
a district attorney to seek to en¬ 
join any violation of the act. 

I.yon Explains 

At this time, the complaint in 
the case says, navels and miscel¬ 
laneous oranges are being shipped 
by Withers Brothers from Orange 
county, and the court action wilt 
prevent them from shipping navels 
unless Ihey file with the growers’ 
advisory committee, which admin¬ 
isters the marketing program, an 
application for an allotment, and 
obtain a prorate under the AAA. 

Supervisor LeRoy Lyon of Ana¬ 
heim. Orange county’s member of 
(he advisory committee, explained 
that the litigation will be a test 
of the validity of the act, which 
applies to all oranges and grape¬ 
fruit. Orderly marketing under the 
order issued hy the secretary of 
agriculture and the license issued 
by s he state director of agriculture 
meant more than $2,000,000 to 
growers in Orange county in the

ard Hauptmann was fixer! today 
for the week of March .SO. with a 
second reprieve from the gover¬ 
nor as virtually his only hope for 
further delay. 

Justice Thomas W. Trenchard. 
ill at his home, signed the third 
death sentence shortly after in¬ 
formed sources reported Gov Har¬ 
old Hoffman had held a heated 
midnight conference with Defense 
Ooun.se! O Lloyd Fisher and At¬ 
torney Samuel Leibowitz. 

Denies Meeting 

Leibowitz denied the meeting, 
but from other persons came word 
that the noted criminal lawyer and 
Hoffman had disagreed over the 
manner in which further question¬ 
ing of the convicted Lindbergh 
bahv slayer should proceed. 

Governor Huffman, v%ho on 
•Ian. 18 reprieved Hauptmann 
for 80 days, gave no immediate 
indication whether he would 
grant a second delay. He said 
previously he would not take 
action unless Attorney General 
David T. Wilent/. agrees. 

Wilentz held the first, reprieve 
was illegal, although he did no* 
oppose its issuance. 

There are other possibilities for 
defense efforts to stay the execu¬ 
tion. but in some circles they 
were considered unlikely. A new 
trial could he sought on the basis 
of new evidence, the application 
being presented to Justice Trenrh-

Will Visit Bruno 

A few hours after the death 
warrant was signed. Leibowitz. 
accompanied by Thief Defense 
Counsel Lloyd Fisher arrived at 
state prison to visit Hauptmann. 
Leibowitz on his previous visits 
has failed to shake Hauptmann's 
story, hut it was believed he would 
question the condemned man 
further today. The attorneys also, 
were expected to inform Haupt¬ 
mann of the new death date 

Prison officials probably will fix 
e ther March 31 f i April 3 for the 
electrocution, twice postponed bv 
legal action, as Tuesday or Friday 
at 8 p. m is the usual time for 
death sentences *n be carried out. 

After Hauptmann's conviction in 
Hunterdon county a year ago. his 
execution first '’ as set for March , 
18 An appeal automatically 
staved it. 

When the court of errors and 
appeals and the United States su¬ 
preme court rejected defense pleas 
a second date was fixed for last 
Jan. 17.

He said that on his first 
visit Hauptmann "cried like a 
baby." Hauptmann has l»een re- 
senteneed to die the week of 
March. 30.

WASHINGTON. Feb 19. <A>* 
An investigation oi the Townsend 
and other old pension plans was 
ordered today bv the house. 

Approval of the inquiry was 
voted. 240 to 4. after Representa¬ 
tive Bell (D.. Mo l. had charged 
that Dr. F. E Townsend was a 
"charlatan and a quack as a doe- 
tor of the ills which afflict our 
social structure." 

Large Salaries? 

In the debate on the investiga¬ 
tion. Representative Cel'er <D., 
N. Y.), also asserted the Town¬ 
send movement was yielding $2000 
a w-eek each to Dr. Townsend and 
R. E. Clements, co-founder and 
secretary. 

"Dr. Townsend is either a 
fool or a knave," he said. 

Bell's resolution, which the house 
adopted, calls for appointment, of 
an eight-man investigating com¬ 
mittee 

It. requires no senate action. 
Speaker Byrns said he would ap¬ 
point "a fair committee of sound 
and capable judgment" pfiei con¬ 
ferences with minority and major¬ 
ity leaders. It was reported the 
committee membership would be 
divided equally between Democrats 
and Republicans. 

No Objection 

Some house, members who favor 
the Townsend plan said before the 
vote they had no objection to the 
study. Representative McGroarty 
iD.. Calif, i. asserted he "welcomed 
it and hoped something will come 
of it.” 

Bell emphasized in debate that 
he intended no reflection on Dr. 
Townsend as a medical practition¬ 
er. but contended? 

“If the Tow’nsend plan should 
become law. no one may hope to 
escape its throttle-hold." 

“You people who are groan¬ 
ing under taxes that yon think 
are heavy, stop and listen to 
this," said Bell. "You haven’t 
seen anything vet." 

The Missourian referred to the 
2 per cent transaction tax by 
which the Tow'nsondites propose to 
raise funds to pay a pension of 
$200 a month to all persons 60 or 
over.

MADRID, Feb 19 - Former 
Premier Manuel Azana, Leftist 
leader, whs named today to form 
a new government for Spain after 
the Portela government resigned 
in the face of the radical election 
victory. 

Azana is head of the leftist 
Republican party 

He is not a Socialist, hut h(* 
joined the Leftist electoral coali¬ 
tion on a compromise platform, 
the chief point of which is the 
strict enforcement, of the present 
radical constitution of Spain. 

3 Prisoner* Killed 

Meanwhile, three political pris¬ 
oners were killed and five severely 
wounded in a clash with guards at 
El Dueso prison at Santona. San- 
tander province. 

The new casualties brought the 
total reported killed in election 
and post-elect ion disturbances to 
13. The former government. head¬ 
ed by Premier Manuel Portela 
Valladares, had been in office 
since Dec 30. 

May Free Prisoners 

Reliable sources declared orders 
had been sent to provincial courts 
to place all political and social 
prisoners under immediate pro¬ 
visional liberty in anticipation of 
a general amnesty declaration. 

'I’he order will release between 
25.000 and 30,000 Leftists held in 
jails and prisons throughout Spain 
for participation in the revolt of 
October, 1934 


Faced at the beginning of last 
year with an indebtedness of 
$2250, and the necessity for reor¬ 
ganization. the Santa Ana cham¬ 
ber or commerce this week paid 
off its last bank note for $500. and 
is to all intents and purposes out 
of debt.

Mr. Wood said, 
is considerably lower than that 
for most chambers of this size. 

New officers of the chamber 
will be named in March at the 
annual meeting, and the 1936 
budget will be .set at that time. 

New Project* 

Among the new’ projects to be 
undertaken by the chamber will 
he compiling of a comprehensive 
picture and photograph library, 
for publicity purposes 

Maps and descriptive literature 
of Santa. Ana for distribution to 
prospective residents and inquirers 
w’ill he completely replaced and 
built up with new material during 
the ensuing year. Mr. Wood said.

Recovery parties risked their lives 
today in a blizzard on the snow- 
rrusted San Juan mountains seek¬ 
ing bodies of five men buried 
under tons of snow' with the de¬ 
bris of avalanche-w’recked Hes¬ 
perus gold mine buildings. 

Twelve survivors of the tre¬ 
mendous snow mass that roared 
three quarters of a mile wide 
down the mountain above the 
mine Sunday, said there was no 
hope of finding any of the five 
alive. 

Bodies Frozen In 

They predicted the bodies will 
remain in their icy crypts until 
the spring thaws melt snow from 
five to 10 feet deep 

The survivors, broken into sev¬ 
eral parties, made their w r ay to 
Mancos over and through virgin 
snow drifts 10 feet deep along 
cliffs where a misstep meant 
death in a 1000-foot drop over a 
mountainside. 

Mid-West Warms I'p 
The midw’est sub-zero belt was 
warming up as the record break¬ 
ing cold moved east. 

Rescue expeditions of ski-equip¬ 
ped planes were organized iji 
Meade county. South Dakota, 
where seven isolated towns, im¬ 
prisoned by frozen 10-foot drifts, 
appealed for aid. The air rescue 
efforts, directed from Spearfish. 
began bringing out adults and 
children needing medical attention 
and dropping food supplies.

G-Men Find Cache In Vault 


Prison Conversation Bared 


LOWELL Mass., Feb. 19. ‘JPt—A surgeon operating 5ft feet 
above the ground in zero weather amputated the arm of a man 
jammed between the control cab of a traveling erane and a steel 
girder today. 

Dr. N. Gillmor Long rut off the arm of John McCoy, Lowell 
Gas and Light Com pa in employe, at the shoulder after McCoy had 
hung su*|»ended by his arm for two hours. 

Cramped quarters of the rah served for an emergency oper¬ 
ating room. Flashlights, held hy firemen straddling girders, pro¬ 
vided illumination for the surgeon. One fireman, standing on the 
tip of a swaying extension ladder, handed Dr. Long his surgical 
instruments. 

McCoy, after his two and a half hour ordeal, was reported at 
St. Joseph's hospital in "serious, hut not critical condition." McCoy 
was conscious throughout the operation. 

McCoy’s plight was discovered by fellow workmen soon after 
midnight when his screams attracted them. The traveling erane, 
they said, jumped its track, and fell 2ft feet to the girders support¬ 
ing the tracks. McCoy, thrown partly clear of the cah, was caught, 
head down, by his arm. Firemen were unable to remove him.

A .source who heard the death- 
house interview .Sunday between 
Brtrno Richard Hauptmann and 
Attorney Samuel Leibowitz quoted 
Hauptmann today as having said 
at that time: I guess my story 
sounds pretty weak ’’ 

The source said he heard the 
entire four-hour discussion 

' Leibowitz asked Hauptmann to 
reconstruct the entire crime ac¬ 
cording to his own version of 
what had happened." he said 
"He also asked the prisoner 
leading questions relating to the 
kidnap ladder, the ransom money. 
Isidor Fiseh (Hauptmann's one¬ 
time business partner, who the 


prisoner claims left the ransom 
bills in his home), the ransom 
notes, and the disposition of the 
Lindbergh baby's body" 

The lawyer also asked Haupt¬ 
mann how he would have com¬ 
mitted the crime, the source said. 

"I would not have used s lad¬ 
der,” he quoted Hauptmann, "and 
I would have taken the bahv out 
of the front door. I would not 
have been alone 

Still qnoting Hauptmann, he 
continued. 

”1 would have had a gang 
There was women in the house I 
would have gotten sweet with one 
of the women, then I would know 
what to do. and I would not have 
had to use the ladder." 


NF.W YORK, Feb. 19. UP)- A 
measure of mystery cloaked the 
action of federal agents today as 
they investigated a cache of 10,000 
$20-gold coins, seized in a sur¬ 
prise raid on a safety deposit 
vault in a New York bank. 

Although secret service agents 
here refused the name of the 
depositor of the gold, now worth 
$338,600. officials in Washington 
said the safe deposit box had been 
issued in the name of Zelik Josefo- 
wntz. 

The box was opened yesterday 
at the Chemical Desopit company 
after government agents, working 
on a tip. had quietly searched for 
weeks for the hoard. 


An official of the safe desopit 
company said that Josefowitz and 
two other members of his family, 
whose names he could not recall, 
rented the vault through an agent. 
The family, he said, are citizens of 
Lausanne. Switzerland, and none 
of them ever had personal access 
to the vault. 

The seizure, largest made here 
since the President’s order of Aug. 
28. 1933. calling in all gold, was 
made under the gold reserve act 
which carries with it possibility of 
confiscation of the gold and a pen¬ 
alty equal to twice the value of 
the gold found, 


Britain Urges 
Oil Sanctions 


GENEVA, Feb 19. An au- 
thoritative source stated today 
that the British government is 
urging that the league of Nations 
consider the imposition of oil sanc¬ 
tions against Italy at ‘he earliest 
possible date 

This source said that Great 
Britain advocates that the league 
committee of 18. charged with the 
problem of sanctions, meet March 
2 rather than on the originally 
suggested date of March 9.

Native Deserters Are 
Branded on Pace, 
Say Medical Men

WITH THE ITALIAN NORTH¬ 
ERN ARMY, at the front line. 
Feb. 19.—The first white men cap¬ 
tured by the Italian army on the 
northern front in Ethiopia left to¬ 
day as prisoners of war lor Italy. 

The men are Dr. Maxmilian 
Stanislaus Below, 36, and Thadeus 
Medynski, 26, a Warsaw news¬ 
paper correspondent. 

Both the prisoners said they 
were citizens of Poland and at- 
ached to the Ethiopian medical 
service. 

Demands Explanation 
They surrendered Feb. 16 in the 
battle of Amba Aradam. 

Leslie Brown, secretary in Addis 
Ababa for the Internationl Red 
Cross, cabled to Geneva demand¬ 
ing that an explanation be ob¬ 
tained from the Italian govern¬ 
ment for the capture of the two 
Poles. Red Cross officials in Addis 
Ababa claimed their capture as 
prisoners of war was a violation of 
the International Red Cross con¬ 
vention. 

Dr. Below told the Italian intel¬ 
ligence service, before he and his 
companion were taken to Massaua 
to sail, that he quarreled with Dr. 
T. A. Lambie, American director 
of the Ethiopian Medical Mission 
and Joined the Ethiopian Red 
Cross in September, 1935. 

At that time, he said, he left 
the medical mission in Jemma and 
went to Addis Ababa to receive a 
salary of 400 thalers—about $500 
at the local rate of exchange— 
monthly. 

Hospital in Cave 
Medynski, blond and busky, 
went to Addis Ababa from War¬ 
saw last September as a war cor¬ 
respondent for the Warsaw Wur- 
ier Polannj. He met Dr. Below 
and contracted to become the phy¬ 
sician's assistant. 

The two Poles left Addis Ababa 
in November for the northern 
front, with Dr. Below In charge of 
», hospital unit of three trucks, 21 
male nurses and hospital equip¬ 
ment. 

They set up their hospital in a 
huge cave at Amda Aradam. The 
Ethiopians, they said, treated 
them badly, using them more as 
servants than as doctors. 

Dr. Below said he saw a group 
of Ethiopians which tried to 
desert recaptured. The run¬ 
aways, he said, were branded 
with hot irons. The irons were 
drawn in circles around their 
faces and in straight lines from 
foreheads to chins. 

The Polish physician said that 
when the Italians started their ad¬ 
vance on Amba Aradam, his hos¬ 
pital cave was soon packed with 
50 gravely wounded men. 

Treated 1900 Men 
He estimated that he, Medynski, 
and the nurses treated 1900 
wounded men altogether, never 
leaving the cavern but operating 
constantly day and night. 

He said that on the night of 
Feb. 15, Ras Malugheta, com¬ 
mander of the Ethiopians, his per¬ 
sonal bodyguard, and the Red 
Cross units nurses fled. 

The following morning they 
heard the Italian shouts of the 
black-shirted Fascist militia 
storming Amba Aradam and came 
out of their cave, with their hands 
high, to be captured.

(JFt— Fac¬ 
tory and office operations at the 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber com¬ 
pany here were virtually stopped 
today as thousands of pickets In 
sub-zero temperature blockaded all 
entrances to the big industrial 
concern. 

Company officials said 12,000 
men are employed normally In the 
plant. Pickets refused some 2000 
general office workers permission 
to enter the general offices.

An in¬ 
junction suit is under way to re¬ 
strain the enforcement of the 
lemon marketing program, and 
operating of the prorate h&3 been 
temporarily enjoined. The case is 
now before the state supreme 
court. 

Superior Judge Emmett Wilson 
of Los Angeles recently issued a 
temporary Injunction against en¬ 
forcement of market control for 
grapefruit. 

Launching of the local injunc¬ 
tion suit is regarded here as being 
particularly timely in view of the 
fact that the Valencia marketing 
season is approaching. The case 
is of especial importance to Or¬ 
ange county because this area 
ships 55 per cent of the Valencia 
oranges. The annual citrus Income 
of the county Is In the neighbor¬ 
hood of $30,000,000.

Judge Allen, 
whose recent suggestion of confis¬ 
cating drunken drivers' cars has 
met with general approval, today 
advanced a new weapon with 
which to attack the drunk-driving 
evil. 

He suggested a city ordinance 
making it a misdeameanor to sell 
gasoline or oil to anyone on whose 
breath the odor to liquor is evi¬ 
dent. 

Such an ordinance, he explained, 
would put every service station 
attendant on the alert to prevent 
drunken drivers from getting onto 
the roads. They would be hesi¬ 
tant about selling fuel to drunken 
drivers if they knew a misdemea¬ 
nor charge would be the result. 
Care Is exercised in this respect 
already by a number of service 
stations, it is understood. 

If the ordinance were in effect, 
it would be possible, after arrest 
of a drunken driver, to find out 
where he got his last gasoline. 
The seller thus would be open to 
prosecution.

America’s motor vehicle indus¬ 
try forged ahead under the im¬ 
pulse of generally improved busi¬ 
ness conditions last year to s 45 
per cent gain in output over 1934. 

An American manufacturers as¬ 
sociation report reaching the 
Automobile Club of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia showed foreign sales gained 
34 per cent. 

The total motor vehicle regis¬ 
tration for the year in the United 
States was approximately 26.000.- 
000. consisting of 22.450.000 motor 
cars and 2.550.000 trucks. The 
world registration of motor ve¬ 
hicles was 36.500.000. Thus 71 per 
cent of the world's motor vehicle 
population was in the United 
States. 

The combined wholesale value 
of both cars and trucks was 
$2,186,500,000. Parts and acces¬ 
sories for replacements and serv¬ 
ice equipment represented $565.- 
000.00 additional. The wholesale 
value of rubber tires for replace¬ 
ment was $248,000,000. The grand 
total represented by motor ve¬ 
hicles. parts, accessories, service 
equipment and tires was $2,999,- 
500.000 wholesale value. 

Manufacture and use of auto¬ 
mobiles contributed to the activ¬ 
ity of many other industries. The 
figures reveal that the automobile 
industry last year consumed 89 
per cent of the nation’s gasoline 
production; 75 per cent of the rub¬ 
ber; 33 per cent of the nickel; 16 
per cent of the aluminum; 23 per 
cent of the iron and steel; 8 per 
cent of the hardwood lumber; 22 
per cent of the copper, and 39 per 
cent of the lead. 


SACRAMENTO. Feb 19. (JP) — 
Ray Ingels, unlike some other pub¬ 
lic officials who have utilized 
traffic accident campaigns for 
spreading political prestige, is in 
deadly earnest, about making Cali¬ 
fornia highways safe as well as 
speedy. 

The new director of motor ve¬ 
hicles. after five months in office, 
embarked upon the most intensive 
effort in department history to cut 
the death and injury casualty list 
of 1936 far below the 1935 figure 
of nearly 50.000. 

Ingels, realizing the public may 
take it all as "just another cam¬ 
paign" destined to die out in a few 
months, has no intention of let¬ 
ting it forget that safety comes 
first. 

Arrests Urged 

Motorcycle officers have in¬ 
structions to make arrests every 
time they see a violation, and con¬ 
tinuously Ingels is against warn¬ 
ings he feels that too many mo¬ 
torists pass them off as "lucky 
breaks." Accordingly he is on the 
highways frequently to see 
whether officers are letting up. 

The former Ukiah rancher con¬ 
siders the chance-taking motorist 
the worst menace, and he may ex¬ 
pect a lot of attention if he doesn’t 
mend his ways. 

Will Check Records 

The department will scrutinize 
1935 traffic violation records of all 
drivers. Those who have broken 
th.e law habitually will receive 
warnings. If they do not heed 
them, their driving licenses will 
be revoked. 

Experimental stations are being 
erected at. strategic points along 
the Bayshore highway, which has 
one of the worst accident records. 
There officers will observe traffic 
for miles, picking out violators 
minutes before they reach the sta¬ 
tion. where they will he arrested. 

Other activities include revoca¬ 
tion of traffic privilege raids, re¬ 
peated educational campaigns in 
schools, appeals to courts for 
stiffer sentences and disregard of 
"fixers,” and appeals to news¬ 
papers for presentation of the 
tragedy of recklessness in editorial 
pictures and news columns.

ORANGE.—State taxes rose 
from $95,000,000 in 19X4 to $512,- 
000,000 in 1934, and the per-capl- 
ta cost of government is much 
higher in California than any oth¬ 
er state, C. Stanley Chapman, 
Fullerton, speaker for the county 
farm bureau tax committee, told 
members of the West Orange 
Farm center here last night.

wild life, fish and game of the 
state. 

Huston Reports 

Dr. C. G. Huston, Costa Mesa, 
reporting as chairman of a com¬ 
mittee to consideration of joining 
with the California Beaches as¬ 
sociation, asked for further time 
to investigate the matter. Dr. Hus¬ 
ton invited members to attend a 
meeting of the Associated cham¬ 
bers of commerce at Garden Grove 
next Tuesday evening, when High¬ 
way Safety will be the topic of 
discussion. 

Dr. Spencer Miller stressed im¬ 
portance of the question of safety, 
urging that something must be 
done to curb reckless driving.

Sounds Silly 

"The Princeton free track idea 
sounds like some of the New Deal 
stuff," he said.

1910 and for a few years after." 
Mr. Jemigan recalled. “We started 
putting them on the rock pile for 
from five to 30 days. It wasn t 
long before the tramps star ted go¬ 
ing around Santa Ana. We tried 
to get other cities and counties to 
adopt the idea at that time, but 
didn't meet wih much success. 


The rock pile idea is not ex¬ 
actly a new one in Santa Ana. It 
has been tried before, and ac¬ 
cording to former Sheriff Sam 
Jernigan, it had the desired re¬ 
sults. 

The first rock pile in Santa Ana 
was located at the rear of the old 
city jail, then located on Syca¬ 
more street directly across from 
the present Salvation Army head¬ 
quarters. The rock pile was sur¬ 
rounded by an eight-foot hoard 
fence topped with barbed wire. 
Each morning bright and early, a 
gang of transients was herded 
down Sycamore street from the 
county jail which was located 
where the hall of records now 
stands. Sometimes the gang num¬ 
bered as many as 20 prisoners. 

According to Jailer Budge Lacy, 
whose father was for many years 
sheriff of Orange county, the rock 
pile was first started by the city 
and later taken over by the coun¬ 
ty. The rocks were brought into 
town from the river bottom and. 
according to Jailer Lacy, they 
were extra hard rocks. 

The purpose of the rock pile, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Jernigan. was to 
discourage transients visiting this 
community

Auditors for the grand jury did 
, not attempt to make a complete 
or detailed check of any county 
department, it is shown in the 
grand jury report filed with Su¬ 
perior Judge Jamea L. Allen on 
Monday. The introduction of the 
report explains in detail why out¬ 
side auditors wfcre hired and what 
they were attempting to do. 

This explanation was regarded 
as significant today in view of 
yesterday’s statement by County 
Auditor W. T. Lambert, who se¬ 
verely criticized the grand jury 
auditors. He said it was plain 
these auditors were trying to pro¬ 
mote installation of an expensive 
new accounting system for the 
county. He referred to this as a 
"new system racket.” 

The grand jury report contains 
a detailed criticism and discussion 
j of the county's accounting system 
and recommends to the board of 
, supervisors that they take imme- 
I diate steps toward development 
and installation of a new system. 

Wanted Outside Firm 

The introduction of the report 
says, “At our first meeting it be- 
i came very apparent that different 
■ viewpoints and different perspec¬ 
tives from previous years would 
be productive of more good in our 
work. We felt it was desirable to 
secure an auditing firm from 
outside Orange county, that was 
without any previous knowledge 
of local conditions, or interdepart¬ 
mental setups, feeling that by so 
doing, the tendency would be to 
reveal conditions not shown in 
previous audits.” 

The firm of Palethorpe and 
Haines. Los Angelee. was hired. 

"The basic work was intended 
to include all detail examinations 
and tests necessary to determine 
the truth or falsity and efficiency 
of the records, and to develop par¬ 
ticular discrepancies, irregularities 
and deficiencies.” the report says. 
"Any special work was to be un¬ 
der-taken only after the need had 
first, been demonstrated and our 
approval to proceed further had 
been received, and was not for the 
purpose of entering into the varied 
detail of a complete audit, which 


from the standpoint of cost to the 
I conuty would have been prohibl- 
i tive. 

Special Audit* Provided 

"Realizing the possibility of this 
audit revealing certain conditions 
demanding further and more com- j 
plete audit, we include in our con¬ 
tract with Palethrope. Haines and 
Company a provision whereby ' 
they were obligated to perform 
certain other special audits on a 
per diem basis in detail, such as 
might be called for by us should 
occasion demand. 

"This method of audit, in our 
understanding, does not purport 1 
to give to any of the department 
heads such complete or detailed 
check that in any sense could be 
construed as a complete and un¬ 
qualified clearance. 

"The law provides that the 
grand jury employ expert account¬ 
ants to audit the county records 
and to make such reports only to ' 
the grand jury. We, therefore, feel j 
that Palethorpe. Haines and Com¬ 
pany. irrespective of organized 
criticism directed against them. 1 
have performed for the grand 
Jury a most satisfactory service i 
I and have furnished, in many ! 
cases, more informative data than j 
was contemplated in their con- | 
tract."

The guides 
came out one by one from the 
roadside shadow and took their 
places with the company command¬ 
ers as each one drew level with 
the headquarters group. Colonel 
Dax personally held up each de¬ 
tachment until the preceding one 
had created an interval to his lik¬ 
ing. Then he released it: “All 
right, forward! Remember, no 
bunching up. Keep your distances!” 

The machine-gun fire on the 
other side of the hill was no long¬ 
er desultory. The interims be¬ 
tween crumps were getting short¬ 
er, too, by the time half the regi¬ 
ment had disappeared up the road. 
The crest of the hill was now al¬ 
most a constant outline against 
the festoons of star shells, and the 
air was filled with a profound un¬ 
easiness, an uneasiness which com¬ 
municated itself to the men, made 
them fidgety and made their 
words, actions, and thoughts even, 
come in Jerks. 

Three bright-red flares rose per¬ 
pendicularly and deliberately into 
the sky. They reached their ze¬ 
nith, paused there for an instant, 
then, losing their alignment, they 
began to sink sedately back to 
earth. 

“Red over red over red,” said 
the lieutenant of Tirailleurs. "That 
one's our SOS.

Then he added to 
himself: "And I’ve got to pass 
that chalk pit twice . . 

"At last they’re spaced prop¬ 
erly, and in single file,” the col¬ 
onel was thinking.

A feeling of deep relief came over 
him. 

Eight doors banged, not quite In 
unison.

The chalk pit was a circular ex¬ 
cavation situated in the southeast 
right angle formed by the inter¬ 
section of the road and a narrow- 
gauge track. Had a balloon been 
placed In it, it would have looked 
like a good-sized egg in its nest. 
As you went up the road towards 
the Pimple sector, the chalk pit 
was on your right.

Many of 
the men who passed it d!d want 
to do so, for it was an inviting 
spittoon. Also it had an evil repu¬ 
tation, and spitting into it was one 
way of expressing your opinion of 
it. Few did, however, because even 
the trivial act of spitting made it 
necessary to turn the head and the 
attention away, for an instant, 
from the exceedingly important 
business of getting past the place 
as quickly as possible. To turn 
your head aside, moreover, was to 
lose your acoustic orientation for 
a moment, and, no matter how 
short that moment might be, it 
might easily prove to be too long. 

The regimental formation, be¬ 
ing in numerical order, the first 
section of Number 1 company was 
the first to approach the chalk pit. 
The Tirailleur was walking in 
front, with the section strung out 
in single file behind him. Duval# 
who had been separated from 
Langlois and assigned to this sec¬ 
tion, was near the end of the line.

It had hardly be¬ 
gun before It had grown to a 
piercing whistle, it was hardly a 
whistle before It became a tre¬ 
mendous, fearful sound, rushing 
with terrific speed straight at the 
section. Everyone flattened out 
In his tracks, including Duval who 
had the feeling that something 
enormous was going to hit him. 
The terrifying thing seemed to 
pass right down the length of each 
cringing spine, then it went off 
with a roar to burst behind them. 
The explosion seemed to Duval to 
be strangely far away for some¬ 
thing which had been right on top 
of him. He raised his head, pre¬ 
paring to get up now that it was 
all over. He had Just time to note 
that the rest of the aection was 
still flattened out on the ground 
when the air .around him became 
alive with pieces of flying, hum¬ 
ming metal. He flattened out 
again and listened to the flying 
metal being abruptly silenced by 
the earth into which it embedd^* 
itself. 

"Baptism of fire," he said. *• 
bestowed the accolade upon him¬ 
self without self-conaciousness but 
with a passing surge of pride. 

The minute the flying metal had 
subsided, the men got up and made 
off along the road, without paus¬ 
ing to look back, all except Duval. 
He turned to look at the spot 
where he had been lying as if to 
preserve it in his memory. Then 
he ran after his section. He had a 
feeling that he was, somehow, a 
different person. Time, however, 
had to pass before he could define 
the change, and only then did it 
come to him that that spot on the 
road was the place where he had 
ceased to be a boy. 

Lieutenant Paolacci, temporarily 
in command of Number 2 com¬ 
pany while Captain Charpentier 
was being detained by the colonel, 
approached the chalk pit In his 
turn. He had the reputation among 
the men of being strict but brave, 
among the officera of being con¬ 
scientious to the point of fool¬ 
hardiness. He prided himself on 
never flinching or ducking under 
fire if he could possibly help it. He 
also prided himself on the care he 
took of his men. So it was that, 
while most of the other officers 
contented themselves with giving 
the necessary orders and then let¬ 
ting their sections manage the 
chalk-pit obstacle as they chose, 
Paolacci considered it his duty to 
remain at the danger point him¬ 
self so that he could personally 
direct the rushes of his men. This 
he did so skilfully from his posi¬ 
tion on the lip of the excavation 
that he was able to pass three sec¬ 
tions safely through the shell fire 
—shellfire to which he himself was 
constantly exposed during the run¬ 
ning of the gauntlet. 

He was passing his men across 
a half section at a time. The last 
shell had burst on the other side 
of the track, a little to the side of 
the road. The range, he had noted, 
seemed to be a bit short of ths 
track, so he eased his sections up 
nearer to it before giving the word 
to go. His last section was now 
lying in single file, prone on the 
road. He was waiting for one 
more shell. 

"Are you ready there? After the 
next one then, when I give the 
word, run for it” 

The next one came and burst 
squarely on the track. 

“Go!" he shouted. 

The file rose and started to run 
forward, crouching. The second 
half of the section rose at the 
same moment to move up closer 
to the track. 

A whistling began high in the 
air above them. It came down 
with terrific speed, swelling to a 
tremendous roar. The men wav¬ 
ered, sensing a direct hit, then 
closed in together, instinctively 
seeking protection from each oth¬ 
er’s flesh. Paolacci watched them, 
transfixed, unable to utter a sound. 
He saw some of them sprawl head¬ 
long, some turn their backs and 
cower, others start to run, in any 
direction. He saw that In the few 
seconds it took the shell to come 
down, the two half-sectors had, in¬ 
credibly, managed to form into a 
confused bunch. 

There were two detonations, so 
nearly simultaneous that they 
seemed to be one. The flash of the 
explosions photographed a fantas¬ 
tic picture of hurtling chaos on his 
mind. A chunk of Jagged, revolv¬ 
ing metal was traveling with apeed 
and precision in Paolacci'* direc¬ 
tion. It tore through his pelvis, 
carried his whole right hip away, 
and knocked him over the edge 
into the chalk pit. He tumbled 
down, down, down . . . 

When the smoke cleared away 
no one was left to see that, where 
the section had been, there waa 
now nothing but two tangent, 
smouldering holes in the center of 
some scattered bundles of motion¬ 
less clothing.

J UST a racket! That, in effect, is the answer which 
County Auditor W. T. Lambert makes to assertions of 
the grand jury that the county's accounting system is 
antiquated and inadequate. Mr. Lambert declares that the 
auditing firm employed by the grand jury—Palethorpe 
and Haines of Los Angeles—has condemned the present 
system with the intention of clearing the way for sale of 
an expensive substitute. 

Mr. Lambert’s accusation is serious. It intimates 
that the grand jury's auditors are untrustworthy and that 
the jurors are acting on unsound advice in recommending 
a change. 

At the same time the grand jury’s claim that the 
accounting system could be remodeled to the advantage 
of the taxpayers is also serious, implying as it does that 
some of our officials aren't operating efficiently. 

Whether or not the present method is best, there 
seems to us to be a temperate and moderate way to ap¬ 
proach the matter. The jurors suggest to the supervisors 
on page 34 of their report: 

Secure impartial and competent expert to review and re¬ 
port on our recommendations that a modernized accounting sys¬ 
tem should be installed to replace present antiquated, inefficient, 
and inadequate system now in effect. 

Such action on the part of the supervisors would do 
much to clear up the question which is arising in the 
public mind about the accounting method. An impartial 
and competent expert should be able to render impartial 
and competent judgment. If Mr. Lambert is right, he 
will be placed in the clear. And if the grand jury is right, 
the cloud will be lifted from its name. 

Too often in the past grand jury recommendations 
have been obviously shallow, and as a result have been 
pigeon-holed with scant consideration. But it appears 
that the 1935-36 grand jury has been exceptionally con¬ 
scientious in its investigation of county affairs and its 
effort to make recommendations which it considers of 
value to taxpayers. 

Action on the grand jury report—accounting as well 
as the rest of it—is now up to the supervisors. By ignor¬ 
ing the report, they can nullify all of the time and money 
spent in its preparation and can effectively discourage 
future zeal and activity on the part of grand juries. By 
considering the report, and adopting the recommendations 
which prove advisable, they will dispel those doubts that 
have been raised about various county methods and of¬ 
fices and will perform a genuine public service. 


What Became of No. 8? 

I T IS well established by now that California’s stagger¬ 
ing budget—meaning high taxes—is due mainly to cer¬ 
tain expenditures fixed by the state constitution. Briefly, 
here’s the situation: Budget for the 1936-37 biennium is 
estimated at an all-time high of $430,000,000; of this total 
only $50,000,000, in round numbers, is directly control¬ 
lable by the legislature; the remaining $380,000,000 is on 
the ledger by constitutional provision or by popular ap¬ 
proval of legislative action. 

Whenever the question of high taxes is brought up, 
state officials, from Governor Merriam on down, have pro¬ 
duced this answer, and it has proved to be an effective 
one. It puts the finger right back on the taxpayer. 

The voters of the state of California went to the polls 
at the general election of November, 1934, and approved, 
among other things, a proposition calling for a constitu¬ 
tional convention. Listed on the ballot as Proposition 
No. 8, it read: 

“CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION. Assembly con¬ 
current Resolution 17. Recommend that electors vote for 
or against a convention for purpose of revising State 
Constitution. If majority votes for such convention Gov¬ 
ernor shall issue proclamation that such convention has 
been called and Legislature at its next session shall pro¬ 
vide for holding such convention at State Capitol within 
three months after such election and for election of dele¬ 
gates thereto; such revised Constitution to be submitted 
to electors for their approval or rejection.” 

It will be remembered that it was at this election that 
Frank Merriam defeated Upton Sinclair for the governor¬ 
ship, and that many conservative voters, afraid that if 
Sinclair were elected he would begin tinkering immedi¬ 
ately with the governmental setup, voted against the con¬ 
stitutional convention for this reason. Therefore the ma¬ 
jority of 705,915 to 668.080 by which Proposition No. 8 
carried shows the measure won out despite the “no” votes 
of many electors who were afraid to vote for it and kept 
their fingers crossed. 

At any rate the measure carried. Orange county ap¬ 
proved it by a vote of 15.675 to 14,710. 

The people of the state of California spoke 15 months 
ago. They provided the governor and the legislature with 
power to call a convention of delegates whose duties 
would be to re-draft the constitution and unsaddle from 
the taxpayers part of the 86 per cent of the state budget 
which is untouchable through any other channel. 

The constitutional convention was not called.
